STABILIZE PRAISED 


Exchange Head Sees Better 
Outlook for Growers 
Due to Pacts 








Trade and Exchange salesmen 
all: over United States and Can- 
ada praise the stabilization ef- 
forts of California valencia or- 
ange growers, according to T. 
H. Powell, general sales man- 
ager, California Fruit Growers 
Exchange, who has just returned 
from the annual divisional meet- 
ings of the Exchange sales forces, 
held in San Francisco, Chicago 
and Boston. 

“California oranges and lem- 
ons are in better position than 
most any other staple product, 
even including those agricultural 
products that have already had 
the benefit of governmental 
help,” said Mr. Powell. 

“California valencia shipments 
in August were greater than any 


previous year except one, and 
September shipments of ever 
5000 cars constituted an all- 


time record for that month. We 
have had a remarkably  uni- 
form market, devoid of disturb- 


ing fluctuations and steadily im- | 


proving tnroughout the season, 
even though prices Have not been 
all that growers would like to 
see them.” 

Mr. Powell feels strongly that 
the remainder of the valencia 
deal this season would be a lot 
better if packers had kept a 
greater percentage of their 
smaller sizes and poorer grades 
at home. 

“We must recognize that we 
have surplus conditions and that 
good business demands that we 
ship our best fruit, which will 
give the consumer what he 
wants, and will show the best 
return per acre to the grower. 
The same thing is true of lem- 
ons,” gaid Mr. Powell. 

Even after the heavy damage 
reported to their crops, early 
shipments of Florida and Texas 
grapefruit are bringing poor re- 
sults, according to the Exchange 
sales manager. Delivered car- 
load prices are running below 
$2.50, which leaves no profit for 
Florida or Texas growers and 
means most difficult competition 
for fall and winter 
from Califorria ang Arizona,
